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CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART PRESENTS SYMPOSIUM ON JAPANESE ART 


The Cleveland Museum of Ait is presenting an opportunity for the public to learn about the arts 
of Japan with leading American and Japanese scholars in a two-day symposium. Themes in 16th- 
Century Japanese Art, Saturday, November 2, through Sunday, November 3, 1991. This unique event is 
offered in conjunction with the Museum’s 75th anniversary exhibition, The Triumph of Japanese 
Style: 16th-Century Art in Japan-the first show outside Japan to demonstrate that a distinctive 
Japanese style persisted through generations of Chinese-influenced art. Co-organized by the Cleveland 
Museum and the Agency for Cultural Affairs (Bunka-cho) in Tokyo, the exhibition features National 
Treasures and many other rarely seen masterpieces, and may only be seen at the Cleveland Museum 
(October 19-December 1, 1991), whose own distinguished collection of Japanese art draws visitors from 
aU over the world. A colloquium, in which invited graduate students and young teachers from across 
the U.S. will discuss themes in 16th-century Japanese art with visiting scholars and resident curators, 
will coincide with the symposium. 

During the symposium, panel discussions and a free public lecture will explore themes and 
historical issues in lacquer, ceramics, and painting. A registration fee of $20 ($15 for Museum 
members, seniors, and students) includes all sessions and a Saturday evening reception; lunch 
reservations are available for an additional $15 each day; no refunds can be made for cancellations. For 
registration forms, call the Asian Art Department at 216/421-7340, ext.
